Columbus, O., April 22.—<U.P) — T he 
toll in the 
state 
penitentiary 
fire 
reached 317 at 8:15 A M today w hen 
th ree m ore, bodle* w ere removed to 
the tem porary m orgue at the *tate 
f air ground*. 
B urned to death In a mad attem pt 
by convict* to effect a whole*aie p ri­ 
son break, all but 35, who were beyond 
I erognltion, had been identified. 
O ne hundred and fifty more con 
vict*, so badly injured th a t a majority 
m ay die, were in Columbus hospital*. 
A nother hundred, slightly 
burned 
or Injured in the frantic attempt to 
escape from the but red trap of the 
we*t cell house, required only first aid 
treatm en t 
N early 1,000 arm ed officer* patrolled 
the wall* and yards of the prison to- 
day. 
Included in the troop*, equipped 
for any kind of w arfare, were 600 .sol­ 
dier* of the federal garrison at F ort 
H ayes and the 166th 
Ohio 
national 
guard infantry, 200 regular 
guards, 
and 150 city policemen, including IOO 
ordinarily detailed to night duty 
The blase, one of th ree supposedly 
ret by vengeful lifers, wa* part of a 
plot to throw the penitentiary' into a n 
u p ro ar and, In the excitement, to seize 
control of the institution. 
It was 5:40 P. M. w hen the flame* 
w ere discovered In cell unit I, an u n ­ 
used prison block. 
W ooden fa irw a y s , 
constructed aa a p a rt of tem porary 
repairs, fed the blase, and it spread 
to cell units G and H, where the pris­ 
oners were returning from supper to 
be locked in their cells, 
This was the m om ent chosen by the 
conspirators for their mutiny. 
The red tongue of flame, creeping 
up the stairs of cell u nit I, wa* to 
have been the signal for revolt. 
In- 
sted, It lighted a pyre, welding the 
lock* and fusing steel bar* that held 
nearly 1,000 men prisoner* within a 
tra p of their own m aking. 
Inside the fiery pit the fetr-crazed 
convicts beat against the doors and 
shrieked their dem ands for 
release. 
A lternately they cursed and prayed to 
the guards, outside, to strike ofT the 
lock* and let them b atte r their w ay 
to freedom. 
But the guards, sta n d ­ 
ing grimly by their order*, refused. 
They feared a general uprising, releas­ 
ing neaily 5,000 convicts, wa* in the 
m aking 
The blaze raced upw ard through the 
open corridors of the cell house, find­ 
ing little tim ber to feed upon until it 
at ruck the Heavy roof and ate its way 
through. 
The scream ing men below 
began to writhe from showers of hot 
embers, and redoubled their im preca­ 
tions. 
ICpicn of heroism —an d of cowardice 
—■were written in the three-hour chap­ 
te r of horrors. 
There were men who 
expiated a life of crim e on the altar of 
sacrifice for their fellow*. 
There were 
others, desperate, cruel men in life, 
who cringed before d an g e r and ran 
away. 
N ot all the prisoners had been lock­ 
ed up when the first danger signal 
w w sounded. 
These the guards tried 
hastily to herd into th e ir cells. 
The 
fear of plot is always uppermost in an 
institution where escape 
i* 
in 
the 
jnlnd of every man. 
Outside, the prison siren was split­ 
ting the air with shrieks for assist­ 
ance. It brought the fire departm ent, 
every available policem an in Colum­ 
bus, and a company of federal troops 
from Fort Hayes 
It called national 
guardsmen from their homes to m ob­ 
ilize in the state arm o ry and move, 
In full battle equipment, to the scene 
pf disaater. 
I t brought ten am bulances and a 
dozen army trucks, an d called to duty 
scores of physicians and nurses. 
E v ­ 
ery agency for the protection of life 
and property was on g u ard within an 
hour.

The blaze in th e woolen 
mill* was aeon extinguished an d there 
had been no wholesale jail delivery. 
The guard* at this point, unable to 
stand by and see their charge* die 
without a chance, plunged into the 
cell house and dragged m any scream ­ 
ing men to safety. 
They had been re­ 
leased from the law’ th at say* they 
m ust keep a mun in his cell “at all 
co*t*." 
It WSF here that “Wild Bill” Cron- 
inger, "desperado," gave his life for 
society. 
Twelve time* he m ade hi* 
way into the furnace, each tim e com­ 
ing out, choking and coughing, with 
the Ump body of a friend. 
H e m a d e 
thirteenth attem pt to go in 
and 
collapsed, dying. 
It wa* here, too, that F ra n k W ard, 
once a policeman, found reganaratlon. 
Seizing an axe, he hacked aw ay at 
he lock* of half a dozen cell door*, 
berating their nhrieking inm ate* and 
driving them into the open. 
And there wa* “Big J im ’ Morton, 
desperate Cleveland bank robber, who 
broke out of his own cell w ith hi* 
bare hands, and 
although he had a 
chance to flee to the y ard —stayed in 
the blazing ceil house to rescue hi* 
companions. 
W hen he could find no 
more living, he carried out tw o dead. 
At 8:30 P. M., with the flame* of 
the west cell block dying down, the 
horror wa* heightened by collapse of 
the lighting system. 
A short circuit, 
caused by falling timbers, th rew the 
prison into darkness, 
save 
fo r 
the 
flicker of the blaze and a few scat­ 
tered searchlights. 
Out 
of 
this 
darkness 
cam e 
the 
hoarse erie* of men both inside the 
smouldering building and in the yard. 
Then the light* flashed on again, in 
festoons of tem porary bulbs, draped 
from the walls like decoration* at a 
garden party. 
The bravest of the heroes, guard* 
recalled today, were m em bers of "Com­ 
pany K,” a group of the m ost incor­ 
rigible prisoner* in the penitentiary. 
Isolated from the other prisoners a* 
breeders of discontent, trouble and re­ 
bellion, they have inspired riots, fires 
and escapes in theif time. 
B u t last 
night their courage equalled 
their 
boldness of the past. They fought, side 
by side, with the guards, to rescue 
their 
unfortunate 
fellow 
prisoners, 
and to do so they went th ro u g h the 
dangers th at none but men inspired 
would have dared face. 
Meanwhile, those thousand* of pris­ 
oners who were loose In 
the 
great 
yard, including m any who had th ru st 
them*eives by m ain strength out of 
th e burning cell block, were gradually 
being driven into a 
com pact 
crowd 
where they could be put 
undei 
the 
muzzle* of the machine gun*. 
Order* were issued to the soldier* 
to fire at the first overt act by this 
crowd. 
Then, in an act of g reater 
kindness, and realizing the pyschology 
of it* effect on the terror-stricken in­ 
m ates, groups of guards and officials 
w ent into the yard and am ong the 
m en with reassuring words.

They know the nom ­ 
ination apparently faces rejection be­ 
cause 50 vote* are said to be aligned 
ag ain st P ark er a n d . because the nom ­ 
ination involves issues raised by or­ 
ganized labor and th e organized ne­ 
groes. 
In furtherance of t hi* plan, a m o­ 
tion m ay be made,, to recommit the 
nom ination to the judiciary com m ittee 
w hence it came yesterday with recom ­ 
m endations for rejection. 
The idea behind the motion is that 
P a rk e r should be heard before he is 
ci»victed. 
That idea was rejected by 
the com mittee. IO to 4, before it voted 
IO to 6 against P ark er, but the action 
then wa* taken on the basis of a tele 
gram from P arker saying he would be 
glad to appear lf invited. 
The com ­ 
m ittee did not choose to invite him. 
If he should request an opportunity 
to appear, the situation would be dif­ 
ferent, those behind the plan say. T hey 
hope he will request an audience. 
A nother suggestion Is that the nom ­ 
ination be perm itted to rem ain indefi­ 
nitely on the senate calendar. W ithin 
a m o n th or six w eeks the senate i* 
scheduled to adjourn.

deaths among’ prisoners in hospitals 
brought the total of dead in the Ohio 
state penitentiary fire to 319 today. 


Columbus, O., April 22.—<U.P> •— The 
toll in the 
state 
penitentiary 
fire 
reached 317 at 8:15 A. M. today when 
three m ore, bodies were removed to 
the tem porary m orgue at the state 
fair grounds. 
Burned to death in a mad attem pt 
by convicts to effect a wholesale pri 
son break, all but 35, who were beyond 
recognition, had been identified. 
One hundred and fifty more con 
victs, so badly injured that a m ajority 
m ay die, were in Columbus hospitals 
A nother hundred, slightly 
burned 
or injured in the frantic attem pt to 
escape from the barred trap of the 
west cell house, required only first aid 
treatm ent. 
N early 1,000 arm ed officers patrolled 
the walls and yards of the prison to­ 
day. Included in the troops, equipped 
for any kind of w arfare, were 600 sol­ 
diers of the federal garrison at Fort 
Hayes and the 166th 
Ohio 
national 
guard infantry, 200 regular 
guards, 
and 150 city policemen, including IOO 
ordinarily detailed to night duty. 
The blaze, one of three supposedly 
set by vengeful lifers, was part of a 
plot to throw the penitentiary into an 
uproar and, in the excitement, to seize 
control of the institution. 
It was 5:40 P. M. when the flames 
were discovered in cell unit I, an un­ 
used prison block. Wooden stairw ays, 
constructed as a part of tem porary 
repairs, fed the blaze, and it spread 
to cell units G and H, where the pris­ 
oners were returning from supper to 
be locked in th eir cells. 
This w as the mom ent chosen by the 
conspirators for their mutiny. 
The red tongue of flame, creeping 
up the stairs of cell unit I, was to 
have been the signal for revolt. In- 
eted, it lighted a pyre, welding the 
locks and fusing steel bars th at held 
nearly 1,000 men prisoners within a 
trap of their own making. 
Inside the fiery pit the fear-crazed 
convicts, beat against the doors and 
shrieked their dem ands for 
release. 
A lternately they cursed and prayed to 
the guards, outside, to strike off the 
locks and let them batter their way 
to freedom. But the guards, stand­ 
ing grim ly by their orders, refused. 
They feared a general uprising, releas­ 
ing nearly 5,000 convicts, was in the 
m aking. 
The blaze raced upw ard through the 
open corridors of the cell house, find 
ing little tim ber to feed upon until it 
struck the heavy roof and ate its way 
through. The scream ing men below 
began to w rithe from showers of hot 
embers, and redoubled their im preca­ 
tions. 
Epics of heroism —and of cowardice 
—were w ritten in the three-hour chap 
ter of horrors. There were men who 
expiated a life of crim e on the altar of 
sacrifice for their fellows. There were 
others, desperate, cruel men in life, 
who cringed before danger and ran 
away. 
Not all the prisoners had been lock 
ed up when the first danger signal 
was sounded. These the guards tried 
hastily to herd into their cells.

Outside, the prison siren was split­ 
ting the air with shrieks for assist­ 
ance. jt brought the fire departm ent, 
every available policeman in Colum­ 
bus, and a company of federal troops 
from Fort Hayes.

He made 
thirteenth attem pt to go in—and 
collapsed, dying. 
It was here, too, th at F ran k W ard, 
once a policeman, found regeneration. 
Seizing an axe, he hacked away at 
the locks of half a dozen cell doors, 
I.berating their shrieking inm ates and 
driving them into the open. 
And there was “Big Jim ’ Morton, 
desperate Cleveland bank robber, who 
broke out of his own cell with his 
bare banda, and—although he had 
chance to flee to the yard—stayed in 
the blazing cell house to rescue his 
companions. W hen he could find no 
more living, he carried out two dead 
At 8:30 P. M., with the flames of 
the west cell block dying down, the 
horror was heightened by collapse of 
the lighting system. 
A short circuit, 
caused by falling tim bers, threw the 
prison into darkness,

flicker of the blaze and a few scat­ 
tered searchlights.

hoarse cries of men both inside the 
smouldering building and in the yard.

E rnest J. EBERLING, professor of economics, Vanderbilt uni­ 
versity, writing in Current History, says the present problem of 
unemployment in industry is due fundamentally to the* replace­ 
ment of the worker by the machine.

much of the increase in unemployment is due to the technological 
changes in industry. Much has been said for tho past year or two 
about the alarming increase in unemployment because of the sub­ 
stitution of machines for men. 
There is no question but that 
machines are every day displacing men and women who have 
spent years in developing skill and ability necessary to their 
crafts. 
It is said that these persons displaced by machines have 
gone into other lines of work, such as the manufacture and dis­ 
tribution of rayon, radios, oil products, motor accessories and 
other new products. 
An investigation recently made by tin* In­ 
stitute of Economics shows, however, that displaced workers have 
great difficulty in finding employment.

DURING 1929 the railroads were 25.5 per cent more efficient 
than in 1922, according to an exhaustive survey which has re­ 
cently been completed, says the Manufacturer and Industrial News 
Bureau. 
The survey combined 12 efficiency factors, For each of which 
a separate index was made, using the average of the five years 
from 1920 to 1924 as a base. 
The average of the Iii individual 
indexes thus became the general index of operating efficiency. 
The factors included freight car-miles per day, net ton-miles 
per car-day, net tons per freight train, fuel consumption, locomo- 
tive-miles per day for both freight and passengers, percentage of 
serviceable freight cars and locomotives, and the speed of trains. 
Hvery important phase of railroad transportation was considered. 
No statistics are needed, however, to show that, since tho 
war, railroad service has continually improved. 
The vast expan­ 
sion made by manufacturing industries of all kinds is a' living 
proof of the efficiency and economy of our transportation system. 
G. W. Dyer, professor of economics at Vanderbilt univer­ 
sity, recently observed that the story of the world’s industrial de­ 
velopment, as well as political, social and educational develop­ 
ment, is to a large degree the story of transportation. 
The pro­ 
gressive spirit of the American railroads has done much to make 
the industrial age possible.

U n em ploym en t Result int/ From Machines 


ERNEST J. EBERLING, professor of economics, Vanderbilt uni­ 
versity, writing in Current History, says the present problem of 
unemployment in industry is due fundamentally to the replace­ 
ment of the worker by tlie* machine. 
It is undoubtedly true that 
much of the increase in unemployment is due to the technological 
changes in industry. Much has been said for the past year or two 
about the alarming increase in unemployment because of the sub­ 
stitution of machines for men. 
There is no question but that 
machines are every day displacing men and women who have 
spent years in developing skill and ability necessary to their 
crafts. 
It is said that these persons displaced by machines have 
gone into other lines of work, such as the manufacture and dis­ 
tribution of rayon, radios, oil products, motor accessories and 
other new products. 
An investigation recently made bv the In­ 
stitute Of Economics shows, however, that displaced workers have 
great difficulty in finding employment. 
Almost one-half of the 
workers who were known to have been discharged by certain firms 
during the year preceding were still without jobs when inter­ 
viewed by investigators from that institute. 
Of those still unem­ 
ployed over 8 per cent had been out of Work for a year and about 
one-half had been idle for more than three months.

Memorial Arch Receives no Bidders, 
Special Meeting to

Residents of North First street be­ 
tween Ivy and Juniper streets lined 
up on two sides last evening to argue 
for and against the request made in a 
petition to vacate the east 20 feet of 
First street, abutting the west prop­ 
erty lines of Block 114 or original plat 
of Brainerd 
The council adopted a resolution n 
dering the petition put on record with 
the city clerk and setting June 2 as 
the date for the hearing u p o n . the 
same. 
The request for the vacating of the 
20 feet of street was made by W. D 
Mckay, Con O'Brien, and Andrew 
Gile. The petition explained that the 
reason for such vacation would be for 
the purpose of improving the street 
and adjacent properties 
With C. A. Ryan, attorney, their 
spokesman, a number of residents ap 
peared before the council to protest 
the vacancy. 
“If the street was reduced to 60 feet 
it would make the adjoining proper 
ties less desirable. It is a bad pre 
cedent to start vacating streets. 
It is 
to the interest of the public that the 
streets be uniform. Let Mr. McKay 
move his house back out of the street, 
contended Mr. Ryan. 
Mr. O’Brien said that it would be 
impossible to make Bluff avenue 
continuous street around the city and 
that he could not see how it would 
harm the street if the. petition was 
granted. 
W. D. McKay said that there were 
many streets in the residential sec­ 
tion that were 66 feet in width and 
many less. 
Memorial Arch Considered 
Since no bids were received last evt 
fling by the council for the erection of 
an ornamental arch at tho North Sixth 
streets entrance at Juniper street, the 
council deferred action in awarding 
the contract to Wednesday evening 
when a special meeting will he called. 
Con O’Brien who will make the arch 
a gift to the city and the Park Board 
suggested that if no bids were re­ 
ceived the work be done under tho 
supervision of the city engineer by 
day labor. 
Carl Wright of the P ark Board ex­ 
plained that it was the wish of the 
board lo have the entrance completed 
by Memorial Day. 
The cost will be 
approximately $1,600.
